not say, Paul and the other men heard the voice 
but did not see the speaker ? ; 

2. Paul was shown in a vision that a man 
named Azanias—a medium—was to help him in 
this matter, so he went where Jesus told him and 
awaited the arrival of Ananias. Ananias being 
directed by this same spirit of Jesus to go to the 
house of Judas on a street called Straight, went 
and inquired for Saul and found him. Now hear 
his words: 

“Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared unte 
thee in the way as thou camest, hath sent me, that thou 
mizhtest receive thy sight, and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Acts ix. 17. 

Thus it is shown that Jesus appeared to Paul 
on the way as he came. 


Has this azy thing to do with the appearing of 


Jesus? Will Adventists answer? ‘Lhe word ap- 
peared in this instance comes from the Greek word 
optomat, which signifies to permit one’s self to be 
seen. In Acts i. 3, it is rendered,“ And he showed 
himself alive.”
